FILMLAND #23 on the magazine rack at Bernardi's (a 
corner drug store in Highwood at that time) that I 
became the proud owner of my own monster 
magazine. I'm pretty sure I didn't loiter at the drug 
store and have a Cherry Phosphate or Green River 
that day but instead ran home to study that monster 
mag. FAMOUS MONSTERS #23, of course, featured 
a full color painted head shot of the Colossal Beast 
surrounded by a field of black and done by 
legendary cover artist, Basil Gogos.

KILLERS FROM SPACE was a black and white film 
released by RKO in 1954. Althou^, I can’t find any 
reference to it on any of the posters, lobby cards or ads 
for the movie. Two articles in Oie campaign book for 
the movie promise, "The scenes showing ^e big-orbed 
creatures in their caves, in their flying saucers and in 
space are seen on the screen in tones of mysterious 
green which give added thrill to the eerie sensations 
aroused during ^e entire picture.' ...and.. .'Green tones, 
in which many of the sequences have been 
photographed, add an eerie, dramatic impact to the 
film.' 

Since I've never seen or I'm not even sure if the movie 
ended up being released with the 'mysterious green'... 
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We present on this page tor your viewing pleasure in our 
own radiant radioactive green our interpretation of a scary 
scene from the movie. 

Last issues SCARY SECRET PHOTO shows Or. Martin 
being toW the story of Astron Delta by alien scientist, 
Daneb-Tala (John Merrick). The invaders are from a dying 
planet whose sun is dying. They have already invaded 
neighboring planets that were closer to their dying sun but. 
time is short. The planet Earth is picked as a planet for 
supporting their population of one billion. The Astronians. 
with the help of giant lizards and insects as their armies, 
plus flying saucers launched from space platforms, plan to 
kill off mankind. Dr. Martin is brought back from the dead 
and made a slave so they can acquire needed information 
concerning nuclear explosion tests. The radiation from the 
explosions is harnessed and used to create the giant army 
needed for their plan of killing off the human race. 

According to the campaign book, Harry Thomas the 


makeup man on the film, was indirectly responsible for 
holding up production for two days. Barbara Bestar. who 
plays Dr. Doug Martin’s wife. Ellen, jumped back in fnght 
when she saw the Bulb-eyed Astronians on the set and 
tripped over a spotlight and sprained her ankle. The 
invaders simple costumes, big eyes, and bushy eyebrows 
may seem siliy to most, but I accept them for what they 
are: "Scary Monsters" From Outer Space. 

The story seemed logical in its presentation and even the 
silly looking invaders and their giant lizard and bug army 
add to the impact of this early atomic-related invasion from 
space.

DD; I know you were friends with the late James H. 
Nicholson of A.I.P. and probably attended some of the 
previews for many of the sci-fi and monster movies 
they put out In the 50’s and 60's. Do you have any 
special memories of any of these previews? 

FORRY: You asked me about my relationship with James 
H. Nicholson, head (with Sam Arkoff) of American- 
International Pictures. Jim and I went to Balboa High in 
San Francisco in the early 30’s. He was originally vice- 
president of a correspondence club I started, the Boys 
Scientifiction Club. (I had nothing against girls but they 
were as rare as a unicorn’s horn in those pioneering 
days.) I edited and published a primordial fanzine 
(hectographed • I still have the purple fingers from the 
process) call THE METEOR. After awhile Jim took over 
and changed it to the more science-oriented Junior 
Scientific Association. (Inckfentalty, he lived on a street 
that was sort of suggestive of science fiction: Lunado 
Way.) When he bec^e prexy of AlP he remembered 
me - 1 was by then an agent - and purchased several 
properties by clients of mine which became INVASION 
OF THE SAUCERMAN, TERROR FROM THE YEAR 
5000 and NIGHT OF THE BLOOD BEAST (the latter 
billed as a Balboa production, a nod to the old alma 
mater) and several more which never reached the screen: 


Jack Williamson’s ’Wolves of Darkness", Richard Wilson’s ’The 
Girls from Planet 4" and one which would still make an ideal 
property for a Qodzilla-lke coproduction with Japan, The NIh Man" 
by the pioneer sci-fi author, Homer Eon Flint. 

I was proudly at the preview of THE INVASION OF THE 
SAUCERMEN, I believe the first work from the Ackerman Science 
Fiction Agency to reach the screen. 1 presume my client Paul 
Blaisdell, creator of the creatures, was there, along with my wife, 
Wendayne "Rocket to the Rue Morgue" Wahrman. Theonlything 
I remember after 36 years is the first screen appearance (I beieve) 
of Frank Gorshin (I'm told he now denies he was in the picture). 
A later pr^iere, that I do have more memories of, was the night 
on Horrorwood Belavard when THE TOMB OF UGEIA was first 
seen by the public. Its star, Vincent Price, was there in the lobby 
to meet and greet his fans: Carroll (MARK OF THE VAMPIRE) 
Borland and Mate Nurmi (TV hostess Vampra) lent glamour to the 
occa^n; and the piece de re^stance the hearse th^ arrived 
in front of the theater bearing a manikin of.. .Bela Lugosi!

This 1957 Black and White Him was directed, produced, 
co-written by Bed Ira Gordon (with Mark Hanna) with 
special effects also by Bed Ira Gordon. It's no wonder 
that anytime you read anything about Bed I. Gordon, the 
nickname 'Mr. Big' is always brought up. In 1957 three 
'BIG' films were released BEGINNING OF THE END 
(seen last issue), THE CYCLOPS (definitely future 
SCARY MONSTERS MAGAZINE material) and THE 
AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN followed by 
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ATTACK OF THE PUPPET PEOPLE, WAR OF THE CaOSSAL 
BEAST and EARTH VS. THE SPIDER In 1958. 

My old chiklxrod habit ol checking ihe weekly television l^gs to 
see what monster movies are on, realy paid off BIG last July when 
CInemax showed THE AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN during its 
week long AlP marathon. The showing was called 'CInemax 
Chillers They Came from the Atkoff Archives.' 
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"THE TOWERING TERROR FROM HELL!"...COLOSSAL BEAST! 


If my memoiy serves me right, I first saw THE AMAZING 
COLOSSAL MAN on the 3:30 movie on ABC station 
channel 7 during a week long monster movie marathon 
that also included WAR OF THE COLOSSAL BEAST 
shown the very next day. I was simply amazed to see a 
sequel to the movie I saw the day before. It seems to me 
that I had already acquired some of the MONSTER 
MIDGEE CARDS but had not yet purchased FAMOUS 
MONSTERS #23. TH E COLOSSAL MAN/BEAST pictures 
were familiar but not the story. 


The story begins in Desert Rock, Nevada where Colonel 
Glenn Manning (Glenn Langan) and his troops wait in a 
trench to experience the first blast of a plutonium bomb 

under simulated combat conditions 

10, 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2. 1, ZERO...$ILENCE... 

The bomb doesn’t go off at the appointed time but the 
chain reaction goes on, so we are told. The silence is 
broken by the sound of a plane overhead that ends up 
crashing on the bomb site. Col. Manning goes against 
orders and leaves the trench to see if someone

is alive in the wreckage. Needless to say, the Colonel ends 
up taking the full force of the blast. (This part of the movie 
always reminds me of the origin of The Incredible Hulk in 
issue #1 which I bought on the newsstand probably the year 
before I first viewed this mo\ne.) 

Next we see Carol Forrest (Cathy Downs), Glenn’s fiancee 
waiting in the hospital for news about the colonel. (Carol 
and Glenn met in Chicago when their bumpers locked while 
Glenn was stationed at Ft. Sheridan. ..Just some more 
important realistic Illinois information for you (see last 
issue).) The couple was supposed to be married in Las 
Vegas that night. Dr. Paul Lindstrom (William Hudson) and 
Dr. Major Eric Coulter (Lany Thor) work on Glenn but there 
is little hope. But, he’s still alive! Sometime later a nurse 
checks on Glenn and runs to find the doctors. Glenn 
Manning, who had bums on 95% of his body has grown new 
skin. Carol walks in the room and is delighted to hear of the 
miracle but the doctors are very puzzled.

Carol’s security clearance is lifted and Glenn is moved to an 
Aimy Rehabilitation Center. But she finds him or what he has 
become, a bald 18 foot GIANT, lying in a hospital bed. The 
doctors tell Carol that Glenn is growing 6-10 feet a day. The 
Colonel soon awakes screaming when he realizes his fate. 
Carol tries to help Glenn cope with his new size but without 
much luck. 

He is soon moved to a circus tent, having become 30 feet tall 
and weighing 2,980 pounds. Manning continues to grow and 
continues to take the change very badly. He considers 
himself, "A circus freak, The Amazing Colossal Man." 

Dr. Lindstrom tells Carol that Glenn’s heart isn’t growing in the 
same proportion as the rest of him. "His mind will go first, 
then his heart," says the doctor. Glenn disappears after 
having a fight with Carol. Ironically, at about tie same time 
that Dr. Coultner has found a way to stop the growth. 

Aimed with a giant hypodermic needle, Carol, Dr. Lindstrom 
and Coultner rush to intercept the giant who has been spotted 
in Las Vegas. The 60 foot giant pulls out a palm tree, 
destroys some casino signs and menaces a girl in a bath tub 
on his rampage through Vegas. 
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The trio meet up with Glenn near the Boulder Dam and inject 
him in the ankle. In a fK of rage, Glenn pulls out the needle 
and throws it into the chest of Coultner, grabs Carol and 
carries her off to the dam. After much yelling Carol is put 
down by the confused giant and he is knocked into the 
swirling water by a bazooka. 

THE END ? 


THE AMAZING COLOSSAL MAN was a successful 
picture for American International Pictures and told the 
story of Gienn Manning, a crazed bald giant man in a 
diaper. (Just in case you weren’t paying attention for the 
last four pages.) Someone once described the movie like 
that to me when he couldn't remember the name of 'that 
old movie.' Many people did remember the sad story of 
Colonel Glenn Manning and tt^is led to The Return or The 
Revenge of the Colossal Man' less than a year later in 
1958. Actually the movie ended up being called:

That the publisher who set out to be the ne)(t 
Henry Luce (if I’ve got it correct - the publisher of LIFE at 
the time FM was bom) would walk away from his life after 
we created the world’s first filmonsterzine together, 
SPACEMEN, VAMPIRELLA, the Famous Monster 
conventions, etc. I resigned at the time of ^e 1 90th issue 
after 3 years of aggravation (monetary matters, sabotage 
w’rthin the organization, etc). I understand Warren quit 
coming around the office, even phoning in, paying 
salaries, printing bills, etc., and his publishing empire went 
belly up. End of the belly laffs. For the record, I don’t 
hold a grudge against Jim - I’d be glad to see Mr. Enigma 
again • I’m just baffled by his total desertion of me after a 
couple decades woridng and playing together.

As we continue our look at giant monsters, what 
better one to look at then REPTILICUS, an 
'Invincible....', 'Indestructible' beast bom fifty 
million years ago. 

Like GORGO, REPTILICUS starred in a Charfton 
comic book that lasted two issues dated August 

1961 and October 1961 but continued as 
REPTISAURUS for issues 3 to 8 dated January 

1962 to December 1962 and a Special dated 
Summer 1963. The giant reptile also starred in 
a Monarch paperback (see our letters page for 
Monarch info) and was featured in Uie Charfton 
Publication, MAD MONSTERS #1 in 1961. 

Thus, the stage was set for this Skf Pink movie 
released by AlP in 1962 after a law suit between 
the two parties, extensive re-dubbing and the 
monster flying scenes removed. 

The entire production was produced at Sogo 
Studio, Copenhagen Denmark under Poul Bong. 
The screenplay was by Sidney Pink and lb 
Melchior from a story by Producer/Director Sidney 
Pink. 

The tale of a giant prehistoric monster in present 
time takes on a new twist when a frozen tail of a 
giant reptiie is found in a well in Denmark. The 
tail accidently thaws out, starts to heal and 
regenerate into a complete creature capable of 
destroying Copenhagen. On its first bout with the 
military, REPTILICUS is shot at but its armor-like 
plating protects the monster. The good old trusty 
monster fighter, the flame thrower, is brought Into 
play and REP catches fire ^ retreats into the 
sea to regenerate? 


Pictured above is the one sheet poster for REPTILICUS. 

(For you aspiring printers or lithographers, the lltho camera sees 
the red type as black so the red type has disappeared Into the 
black field of this color print. Most people probably think this 
movie should disappear, but not SCARY MONSTERS MAGAZINE.) 
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REPTILICUS is next located in a shallow area of the sea 
and is subjected to a steady stream of depth charges 
before someone realizes that they II never find all the 
pieces in the sea. (Denmark could be terrorized by 
hundreds of giant reptiles ) A cease fire is issued but not 
before a limb is knocked off and sinks to the bottom of 
the sea REPTILICUS regenerates, then destroys 
freighters, covers sunbathers in an acid green slime and 
makes his way to the city of Copenhagen for the 
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showdown A bazooka rocket with a gallon of a drug 
is shot into the mouth of REPTILICUS to end his reign 
of terror. 

Brigadier General Mark Grayson says, ' It's a good 
thing that there's not more like him " But the blown 
off limb rests on the bottom of the sea regenerating

A.P.E. (the cover gorilla on Famous Monsters of Filmland 
#146) is yet another ripoff of my favorite monster movies, 
KING KONG and GODZILLA. When I saw it on the tape 
store rack, I had little hope for it. But as soon as I started 
to watch it, I was glued to the screen and all of the bad 
thoughts that I had back at tfie video store quickly 
disappeared from my head. 

A.P.E. (NO, I don’t know what it stands for) is a man in a 
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gorilla suit, who like KING KONG, falls in love with a beautiful young 
actress and does anything to be with her. lliis includes, of course, 
the destmction of Korea, just like in the GODZILLA movies. But 
besides getting to watch lots of mass destruction and getting to see 
lots of tiny, screaming Koreans get squashed by A.P.E.. we are lucky 
enough to see the following: A.P.E. destroy bts of model buildings, 
a toy boat, a toy rubber shark, a giant snake, toy tanks and 
helicopters and the Korean army. 

Of course, the special effects are terrible, but like the GODZILLA 
movies, they just make the movie more fun to watch. When this film 
was shown in the movie theatres it was shown in 3-D and here is 
where my only complaint comes in. On videocassette there is no 3-D 
so when A.P.E. and others throw things at the screen for no apparent 
reason, whenever this happens (which, thank goodness, doesn't 
ha;^ that often) it looks Idnd of stupid.
